CANADA IS TO 
HAVE A NEW 
NATIONAL FLAG 


Ottawa.—Falling in line with Aus- 
| tralia and New Zealand, Canada ts to 
| have a new flag, which-will be recog- 
‘nized as the flag of the Dominion. ‘The 


| government has passed an order-in- 


council appointing a committee to 
consider and report on the most sult- 
able design for a Canadian national 
flag for use ashore. 

A distinctive Canadian flag has so 
been authorized for use only by 
Canadian Government-owned vessels 
other vessels of Canadian 
registry. In the former case, the flag 
is the blue ensign, with the Canadian 
arms in the fiy, while merchant ves- 
sels of Canadian registry use the red 
ensign with the Canadian arms ip the 


| fly. 


At present, under an order-in-coun- 
cil passed some years ago, the re@ en- 
sign, with the Canadian arms in the 
fly, is own over the office of the Can- 
adian high commissioner in London, 
as well as over other Canadian offices 
abroad, but the flag has never been 
authorized. 

The committte bas three sugges- 
{ions before it at present. The first 
is to continue the use of the red en- 
sign with the Canadian arms as Can- 
ada’s national flag. ‘The second fs to 
use the Union Jack with the Cana- 
dian arms In the centre, ‘The third 
is to adopt an entirely new design.
